MEMORIAL GIFT BENEFITS COMPUTER LAB 


Color printing is now available in the 
computer lab at the Central Library, 
thanks to the family of Mrs. Jane 
Harding Ray. Mrs. Ray’s family has 
donated an HP Color LaserJet printer 
to the library in her memory. 

Mrs. Ray passed away on June 2, 
2003, at the young age of 75. She had 
always been an avid reader and 
library user, and she was learn¬ 
ing to use computers and e-mail 
seshe could communicate with 
iftfr family. Since her children 
and grandchildren had relo¬ 
cated, she was using the com¬ 
puter lab to send and receive 
photographs of her grandchil¬ 
dren. Her biggest disappoint¬ 
ment - she could not print the photo¬ 
graphs in color using the library’s 
printer. Thanks to her family’s me¬ 
morial gift, all users in the lab may 
now enjoy colored pictures. The cost 
for printing is 50 cents per page. 

The new color printer is the latest ad¬ 
dition to the computer lab, which has 
offered personal computing services to 
library patrons since 1997. At that 
time the lab was set up with six com¬ 
puters and a TV monitor for training 
library staff and the general public. 
Classes offered to the public were 
“^asic Windows” and “Basic Inter- 
. .t.” In 1998 our computer lab be¬ 
came the first such lab opened for per¬ 
sonal use to the general public in 
Northwest Indiana. Since then, use of 


the lab has doubled with about 1,700 
patrons signing up to use its thirteen 
computers every month. The comput¬ 
ers provide access to the World Wide 
Web, Microsoft Word, and the 
WinWay Resume program. A technol¬ 
ogy assistant is always on duty to help 
patrons use the computers. 

Classes are still provided for 
the public on Wednesday after¬ 
noons and evenings, September 
through May. On the first 
Wednesday of each month, 
“Meet the Mouse” introduces 
students to the computer and 
focuses on how to use the 
mouse and keyboard. On the 
second Wednesday of each 
month, “Basic Windows” teaches ad¬ 
ditional basic information about the 
computer along with certain Windows 
and Word processing functions. On the 
third Wednesday of the month, “Navi¬ 
gating the Net” covers basic informa¬ 
tion about the World Wide Web and 
how to search it. The last Wednesday 
offers training on specialized topics 
such as genealogy searching. Some 
special topic classes coming up in 2004 
will include “Medical Resources,” 
“Travel Resources,” “Resume Writ¬ 
ing,” “Internet Safety,” and “Patent and 
Trademark Searching.”

DYER-SCHERERVILLE BRANCH LIBRARY 
CELEBRATES 10 YEARS 


It was ten years ago. May 15,1994, when 
the Dyer-Schererville Branch celebrated its 
open house. The new building boasted a 
collection of the combined Dyer Branch on 
Hart Street and the Schererville Branch on 
Joliet Street plus several thousand additional 
items that were ordered for the new branch 
during those next few months. There was a 
meeting room that seated over 100 people. 
It could also be divided into 2 
smaller rooms. An additional room 
^children’s programs was located 
|nd the reference desk. Small 
private study rooms were also now 
available.

On May 11 2004, the Branch 
hosted an open house to celebrate its 
10 th year. During the week of June 14 
through 19, a special week of programs will 
highlight the end of the celebration. We 
hope you will join us during this event at 
the “10* Year Celebration Family Program” 
on June 17*. Please consult the St. John 
Township program for more information on 
this program. For more specific informa¬ 
tion about the events held during this week, 
call the library. 

As we remember those first days as the 
newest facility and the largest branch in the 
Lake County Library system, we are 
amazed at how much the library has pro¬ 
gressed in ten years. When Dyer-Scherer¬ 
ville first opened our doors, there were no 
Web capabilities in the library. Patrons 
Md dial into the library catalog via com- 
^ner using a special telephone number and 
a Dialpac program. There were no data¬ 
bases contracted from the internet. Infotrac 
computers using a CD-Rom at the Central

library provided magazine indexing. There 
were no DVDs, no widescreen televisions, 
and no books in CD format and very few 
instructional videos. Most branches had five 
hundred or fewer videos in their collection. 

The public visiting the new facility were 
awestruck by its size. The check out desk 
had more shelving space for materials re¬ 
quested by patrons than the entire 
reference shelving at the old Dyer 
branch. Shelves for library materi¬ 
als were half or less than half filled. 
The number of items checked-out by 
patrons totaled 180,000 for com¬ 
bined branches in 1994. For 2003, 
that figure was 329,000, an increase 
of over 80% in nine years. 


Now there are four Web computers, two 
multimedia computers, nine computerized 
catalogs and database systems. The Dyer- 
Schererville Branch now houses over 
124,000 items. More than 450 groups, with 
a total attendance of 9,250 patrons used the 
meeting room and the branch presented over 
235 programs for the public in 2003. 

At Dyer-Schererville, we are celebrating 
ten years in the community at large. As we 
prepare to welcome a new branch building 
in St. John, we can only guess at the new 
services and materials that will be part of 
the library when the forthcoming branch cel¬ 
ebrates a ten year anniversary.

MUNSTER BRANCH HAS STRONG TIES TO THE COMMUNITY 


The Munster Branch Library likes to 
think of itself as a community library, serv¬ 
ing patrons of all ages with its fine collec¬ 
tion of books, periodicals, music, videos and 
DVDs, computer software, electronic data¬ 
bases, and access to the Internet. Program¬ 
ming also abounds at the library, with 
monthly offerings for children between the 
ages of six months and nine years, as well 
as for adults and seniors. Local not- 
for-profit groups can arrange to use 
our meeting room, too. The library 
i^fel used by residents of Munster 
ai^meighboring communities. 

Perhaps not as well known to the 
community is the fact that the 
Munster Branch does a significant 
amount of “outreach” programming. 

During the course of the school year, each 
public elementary school class is visited by 
either Eloise Cashman, children’s librarian, 
or Linda Dunn, branch manager. They pro¬ 
mote the library’s many services to 4* and 
5 th graders during Children’s Book Week 
in November, to 3"* graders each January 
when the Lake County Public Library holds 
its annual “Read-A-Thon” fundraiser, and 
to 1" and 2" d graders during May. It’s an 
ideal time to get them excited about the up¬ 
coming Summer Reading Program. Also 
during May, kindergarten classes take field 
trips to the Munster Branch to learn about 
their public library and to sign up for a li¬ 
brary card. 

This long-standing partnership with the 
Soj^l Town of Munster has proven to be 
v^^iccessful. This year 265 Munster stu¬ 
dents raised over $ 13,500.00 for the “Read- 
A-Thon”, and in 2003 a record 621 students 
read books during the summer months and 
attended 42 reading programs. We expect

results. Contact with these young patrons 
helps to establish not only readers, but life¬ 
long library supporters. 

In addition to the dozens of elementary 
school visits, a local preschool and a daycare 
center enjoy a monthly story hour provided 
by the Munster Branch. Programming is also 
presented each month for residents of 
Hartsfield Village retirement center. 
This past year a new program was 
added to our already busy schedule 
... “Reading Buddies,” a story hour 
for seniors enrolled in Franciscan 
Community Services Adult Day 
Care. 


Munster Branch staff members are 
also available to speak to community groups 
about library services. Branch manager 
Linda Dunn is a member of the Munster 
Rotary Club and the Munster Chamber of 
Commerce. Later this summer she and her 
staff will host a “Business Before Hours” 
program to acquaint fellow Chamber mem¬ 
bers with the library’s resources and ser¬ 
vices. •

Everybody wins when you Volunteer 


The Community Resources Department of 
the Lake County Public Library reaches out 
to the community and connects human re¬ 
sources with library resources in order to cre¬ 
ate a stronger library and a stronger commu¬ 
nity. What do we do to accomplish this? We 
recruit volunteers to enhance and improve our 
library services. The library has a number of 
areas where we use volunteers. 

Literacy The Literacy Program was 
founded by volunteers and continues 
to flourish with their help. They assist 
individuals with learning English as a 
|nd language. The Literacy Pro- 
i at LCPL offers group conversa¬ 
tion sessions, and they are open to 
adults who are learning English as a 
second language. The sessions, called 
English as a Second Language, are 
designed to get participants to start talking with 
others while using the English they know. Our 
students also work on improving their read¬ 
ing and writing in English. With the help of 
our literacy volunteers we have offered a va¬ 
riety of classes. This summer we had four¬ 
teen different languages represented in our 
classes. As one of our volunteers has said, 
“We all have something in common beyond 
spoken language”. Our next class starts in 
September. 

The Adopt a Shelf program is the newest 
volunteer opportunity at the library. After a 
training session, volunteers select an area of 
our collection they want to help take care of. 
They come in for 90 minutes a week to make 
sure the materials on their chosen shelves are 
in good order. Volunteers work at the Central 
Library and many of our eleven branches. 

have adopted diverse areas such as bi- 
^Hphies, self-help medical books, fine arts, 
mysteries, cookbooks, and history. One vol¬ 
unteer works to keep audio visual materials in 
order. Our shelves look great, and recently

one of our Adopt a Shelf volunteers recorded 
over 100 hours of service and earned a Library 
Gold Card. 

There are other areas of the Lake County 
Public Library in need of volunteers. Our Pub¬ 
lic Relations Department works with the 
Friends of the Library, which was formed in 
1978. Equipped with a volunteer board, the 
Friends run the Book Sale Room at the Cen¬ 
tral Library and also hold the large annual Fall 
Book Sale. This year’s Fall Book Sale 
is scheduled for September 30 th , Oc¬ 
tober 1 st and 2 nd . All profits from the 
book sales are used to support library 
programming. 

Book Coordinator Office volun¬ 
teers search our collection for materi¬ 
als and assist in preparation of mate¬ 
rials for the book sale room. They also 
make sure high demand books and best sellers 
are ordered for patrons. Talking Books vol¬ 
unteers work in the Talking Books Department 
to make sure the visually impaired and disabled 
have access to library materials and services. 
Summer Youth Volunteers assist with the 
Annual Summer Reading Program and their 
tasks include programming and signing up chil¬ 
dren as members of our Summer Reading Pro¬ 
gram. This is sometimes the first volunteer 
experience for some of our youth volunteers.

LIBRARIES CHANGE WITH TECHNOLOGY 


Did you ever think the day would come 
when you could reserve a library book 
through your computer at home? Our pa¬ 
trons have found this to be a quick and 
convenient way to reserve books before 
they come into the library. 


As technology changes, our librarians 
are always putting things in place 
to make library services easier. 

Ike most recent change is Power 
^Prch, a federated search of da¬ 
tabase resources and the library 
catalog. To access Power Search 
from home or work, the user must 
have a library card and four digit 
PIN number. With Power Search, 
searching is easier and more efficient, 
giving the user many options to search 
47 databases plus the library catalog. 

There are seven group searches on sub¬ 
jects, which include Business/Invest¬ 
ments, Literature, Health/Medicine, En¬ 
cyclopedias, Magazines/Newspapers 
and Biographies, enabling the user to let 
Power Search do the work. Before 
Power Search, the user searched each 
database separately in order to choose 
several that looked like a good match. 
The new federated search capability was 
implemented at the library by Reference 
liager, Carolyn Strickland and her

says.

On a related matter, our reference de¬ 
partment has played a major role in try¬ 
ing to narrow the “Digital Divide”. “The 
term ‘digital divide’ has been used since 
the 1990s to describe patterns of unequal 
access to information technology - pri¬ 
marily computers and the Internet - 
based on income, ethnicity, geography, 
age, and other factors,” as stated 
in a recent report sponsored by 
the Bill and Linda Gates Foun¬ 
dation. The Gates Foundation 
credits libraries for progress in 
making computers more avail¬ 
able to those who would nor¬ 
mally not have access to them.

In 1996,27% of public libraries in this 
country provided free internet access. In 
2002, access to the Internet in libraries 
had increased to 95%. The Lake County 
Public Library offers a computer lab in 
addition to personal computers in vari¬ 
ous areas of the Central Library and the 
eleven LCPL branches. Courses on how 
to use computers and the Internet are 
also available to the public throughout 
the year.

• Leaves (all shapes, all sizes, all colors). 

• Small twigs.

What You Do: 

Have a look at a small pile of leaves to see if their shapes suggest heads, arms, bodies etc. 

Choose some leaves that resemble people parts and glue the shapes down on construction paper. You may need to do some 
cutting and rearranging to come up with a pleasing shape. 

If you have the leaves (and the time) you could create a huge leaf person by drawing out a body shape and gluing leaves all over 
to fill in the shape. 

You can use twigs and construction paper scraps to add details to your leaf person.

TWIG CONSTRUCTION Grade: K-2 Age: 4-6

Objectives: 


Each child will design and make a twig and leaf shelter to accommodate a toy 5cm teddy. 


What You Need: 

• plain paper 

• pencils 

• small toys approx 4-5cm 

• dry twigs, leaves, honkynuts etc 

• hot glue guns and glue sticks 

• parent helpers to assist with the glue guns 

What You Do: 



Discuss the concept of shelter and the sorts of things that can provide shelter. What sort of weather conditions can we shelter 
from? 

Each child selects a toy that they would like to make a shelter for. 

On the piece of paper they arc to sketch out a plan of the shelter that they would like to make that would hold their toy. Encour¬ 
age labeling e.g. twigs for floor, leaves for window covering, stilts to keep house dry if flooding. Stimulus pictures of 
frameworks may be useful. 

Share with others 

Children collect dry plant matter 

The children begin assembling their “bits.” The only thing the teacher and/or parents should be doing is the gluing. The children 
simply come up with their particular pieces and state how they would like it to be glued. The glue guns are quite safe if 
supervised so many children may use them themselves. 

Questions to ask children: 

• How can you make this structure stronger? 

• How will you stop if from falling over? 

It may take a 2-3 sessions to complete the structures. Don’t forget to have a sharing session where the children can explain their 
structure and respond to questions about their chosen design. The children should also have the opportunity to appraise their 
own design by identifying what they like about it and what they would improve if they did it again. 

They look fantastic displayed in a bush setting with lighting to give more of an effect and are also an excellent writing stimulu^^ 
♦Honkynuts or gumnuts refer to the cup-like pod that grows on a gum tree. They are about l-4cm long. Before the honkynut dropn^P 
to the ground it is a green cup whose lid opens to reveal colourful blossom. When the flowering finished the honkynut drops to the 
ground and the seeds inside disperse and grow. 

“Snugglepot and Cuddlepie” are May Gibbs storybook characters who wear the small ones on their head and sit in the large ones. 

They would provide a good stimulus for the children before they start their constructions.
